estimated by military experts here that at 
least 100,000 men must have fallen during 
the siege of Port Arthur. 

The financial expense of the siege must 
have mounted well into the hundreds of 
millions. 

No shot has been fired at Port Arthur for 
two days. The reports of which the Chi- 
nest told yesterday were the sound of ex- 
plosions caused by the Russians blowing 
up. forts, ships, magazines, warehouses, 
docks and everything valuable. 

The warships died hard. Several ex- 
plosions were necessary to complete the 
wrecking of them.

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—James J. Hill, 
president of the Northern Securities Co., 
aud the foremost fratlroad president of 
America, said to a Post-Dispatch staff cor- 
respondent:

Any ad- 
ministration or Congress that attempts to 
legalize railroad pools will be quickly 
turne4 out by an wprising of the people.

Let it be 
made necessary for any industrial cor- 
poration thet withes to do an interstate 
buginess to secure a federal license; but 
before that license is issued the corporation 
must prove that its capital is real money 
and based upon actual value. 

“A majority of trusts nowadays are 
the products of promoters who hastily 
gather im two or three concerns, white- 
wash them over and over again, issue 
sheaves of printed securities and carry 
them down to Wall street to feed the 
lambe.

‘The effect of proposals to do radical 
things against railroads and other corpora- 
tion interests, is already being felt in a 
checking of Dusiness.

Lack of Spectacular Features for 
Illinois Inaugural No Draw- 
hack to Attendance. 


STUDENT SOLDIERS TO MARCH. | 


Chief Ceremony Will Be Held ir 
Hall of Representatives, Lunch- 
eon and Reception Following. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 3—While the 
ceremonies attending the inauguration of 
Charles 8. Deneen as governor, Jan. 9, will 
be simple and unostentatious, the indica- 
tions are that the attendance will be great- 
er than at any previous inauguration in the 
history of the state. Demands upon the 
hotel accommodations of the city have al- 
most exhausted the resources of the hostel- 
ries already. 

Chicago's interest in the coming event is 
largely responsible for the prospective at- 
tendance, It is many years since Chicago 
had a governor, and the men who were ac- 
tive in’ nominating Mr. Deneen are anxious 
to see him made governor. The railroads 
have announced excursions and thousands 
are coming. 

“From what we are able to learn,” said 
Secretary of State Rose, ‘‘the crowd will be 
one of the largest ever seen in Springfield. 
The making of a favorable railroad rate 
from Chicago to Springffeld makes it pos- 
sible for a very large number of the gov- 
ernor’s admirers, other than the politicians, 
to come to the inauguration, and they will 
do so.. Springfield can get ready to take 
care of a very large crowd.”’ 

The military escort will consist of the 
local companies of the Illinois militia, and 
the cadets from the University of Illinois. 
There will be two companies of infantry, 
one of cavalry, the gatling gun battalion 
and 650 student-soldiers. The latter will be 
under command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Fechet of the United States army, the mili- 
tary instructor at the university.

The boy is only a midget, yet he has 
been riding at this long meeting with re- 
markable skill and good fortune. He is 
as quick as a cat at the post, knows how 
to place his mounts and so far has dis- 
played wonderful finishing qualities. 

He is wnder the management of a man 
who thinks he has a gold mine in the 
youngster. And that brings to| mind the 
fact that these managers in jockeys are 
gradually becoming big factors in _ turf 
affairs. Some got themselves disliked last 
season because of their arrogant! ways and 
the exorbitant terms demanded of own- 
ers for the services of their young charges. 

In some cases managers of jockeys have 
things pretty soft. hey are (constantly 
on the lookout for premsetng jockeys, and 
when one of them is located he is offered 
a moderate contract for a term of years. 
Buch a boy, without money or experience, 
regards the chance to make $2500 for a sea- 
son as a piece of unexpected good fortune 
and willingly puts his name toe a paper 
which gives his services exclusively to his 
manager for a term of years. 

Then the boy develope. He becomes a 
great star, and rich owners are anxious to 
secure his services. They are cotnpelled to 
consult with the manager, who says that 
first call on the boy's services can be ob- 
tained for a certain amount, say $5000 or 
$10,000. Then second call goes to another 
owner for sométhing less. The jockey has 
at all, and 
enough to stand up for his rights he gets 
nothing more for his services than the sal- 
ary named in his contract, beyond the 
usual fees for winning and losing mounts. 

Perhaps a millionatre turfman wants to 
buy the boy's contract outright and ts 
willing to pay $15,000 for it. If the deal 
goes through the manager gets all of the 
bonus, while the bov assumés his new en- 
agement under terms more fayorable to 
uimeself. But the manager makes a 
thing out of hitn. anyway. He simply owns 
the jockey, body and soul, and if the boy 
does not come wp to expectations or ts €is- 
obedient the contract can be annulled or 
yan jockey can be suspended without re- 
ress.

Gen. Nogi’s acceptance of Gen. Stoessel’s offer of surrender 
is the end of an epic. Port Arthur has fallen after a trial 
of endurance and a test of courage that reflect equal glory 
upon. victors and vanquished. 

In the fury of attack and defense the beleaguerment of Port 
Arthur ranks among the most memorable sieges of history. 
Indeed, in one respect it stands alone. Never before were 
such formidable engines of destruction let lqose in the attack 
and défense of a besieged town. Seven months at Port Arthur, 
with shells from long-range guns falling over the city and 
harbor night and day, meant more than ten years at Troy. 
In the end it: became a battle largely underground—a fight 
of human moles, a contest of mines and counter-mines. 

And what next? The Liaotung peninsula is now Japan's, 
but Port Arthur long ago ceased to have a direct bearing 
upon the land struggle. Its fall, however, releases another 
army to engage Kuropatkin at Mukden and deprives the 
Baltic fleet of its objective. Will the fleet continue eastward 
and try to break its way into Vladivostok harbor with the 
spring? ‘Will it be ordered back to Cronstadt and leave the 
iasue’ of the war to Kuropatkin?

There seems, 
however, no reason to believe that a revo- 
lutionary upheaval of the people is immi- 
Nevertheless, a fatal mistake has 
been made in replying with a rathe, harsh 
refusal to the demand for much-needed re- 
forms made by the most intelligent and 
not least loyal class of the nation. 
Charles I and Louis XVI were undoubt- 
edly well-intentioned, perhaps as much so 
to their UNghts as the present 
Czar, but their personal qualities did not 
prevent the commonwealth in England nor 
the revolution in France. Both sover- 
eigns suffered the death penalty for the 
faults or crimes for which they were only 
nominally responsible. The lesson of their 
history Is that monarchs of amiable char- 
acter are in safety only when they are 
behind the bulwarks of a constitution, one 
of its advantages being that it takes all 
responsibility off their shoulders and leaves 
their heads on them. This lesson has ap- 
parently not been learned in Russia. It 
is pathetic to reflect that the birth of an 
heir to the. throne should have decided the 
Czar not to diminish its prerogatives, even 
though by so doing he enews | increase its 
privileges. 


Whilst superlative adjectives are as 
plentiful in most reviews of Port Arthur as 
the shells thereabouts, the Journal sees 
the matter a bit differently, for it says: 
“Port Arthur was not the longest in history 
nor the most thrilling. The Russians 
fought and died as did the fighting men 
inside of Sebastopol, Vicksburg and Peters- 
burg. The Japanese dug mines as did 
Grant's men at Vicksburg, and they blew 
up fortifications and men in them as did 
Grant's men at Petersburg. But the story 
of Port Arthur is one of the brilliant 
chapters in the history of killing and dy- 
ing. Japan's supreme struggle is yet on 
the sea. Russia can afford to do without 
sea control and may yet win. But Japan 
must destroy the oncoming Pacific squad- 
ron or see her army in Manchuria cut off 
from home.

IGESTION begins In the mouth with 
mastication and insalivation. The 
saliva enters the mouth. through 

three sets of salivary glands. 

The stomach, to which the food passes 
next, is a muscular gac lying mainly on 
the left side of the body and under the 
riba. The adult stomach will contain from 
two to three pints or even more of food. 
The mucous membrane which lines the 
stomach secretes large quantities of a fluid 
known as gastric juice. This juice is large- 
ly made up of hydrochloric acid, pepsin 
and rennet. Gastric fluid by its chemical 
action on food continues the process of di- 
gestion. 

Pa@esing from the stomach 
opening known as the pylorus, the food 
next enters the small intestine. This in- 
testine is about twenty feet long and is di- 
vided into three sections knowns as the 
duodenum, the jejunum and the tleum. 
Like the stomach the small intestine is 
lined with glands secreting digestive fluide. 
At a sort of valve, known as the ileocecal 
valve, the small intestine joins the large in- 
testine. This latter intestine is from four 
to aix feet long. 

The appetite is an instinct which we in- 
herit from our savage forefathers. A nor- 
mal appetite will often point out the form 
of diet most nutritious to the individual 
system. The influence of mind, too, on di- 
gestion and nutrition cannot be overlooked. 
Sorrow, worry, excitement of any unpleas- 
ant sort will not only tend to decrease the 
appetite, but will seriously impair diges- 
tion. Eye-etrain will often have the same 
ill effect. 

As to regulating the diet: Climate and 
occupation must be considered.

Attorney-General Will Be Asked 
to Examine Cases of Levin, 
Weissman and Fein. 


Unttea States District Attorney D. P. 
Dyer refused Tuesday to deny or affirm 
the report from Jefferson City that 
the signatures of Richard CC. Ker- 
ene and T. K. Niedringhaus were 
attached to the pardon petitions of Chas. 
Weasman, Nathan Levin and Adolph Fein, 
who were convicted o naturalization 
frauds in the federal c and are serv- 
ing terms in the Jefferson City peniten- 
tiary. 

Col. Kerens has denied signing any of the 
petitions, Mr. Niedringhaus says he does 
not recall signing any of them, but may 
have done so unwittingly, as he has signed 
many petitions. 

“Nearly every prisoner convicted in the 
United States court goes through the for- 
mality of asking the President for a par- 
don,”’ said the district attorney. ‘“Peti- 
tions are circulated and signatures of well- 
known men secured. Then the request, to- 
gether with the signed petition, is forward- 
ed to the President. 

“The President's secretary turns this mai! 
over to the attorney-general. He instructs 
the district areraay who prosecuted the 
case to send him the facts and any addi- 
tional remarks or suggestions he may see 
fit to make.
